Forty-Five Occupations Represented Among 
Persons Brought Here Through Efforts Of 
War Relief Services Of Welfare Conference 


| New York.—(NC)—Eight hundred and thirteen dis- 
placed persons, among them 523 Catholics, who arrived on 
the U. §. Army Transport General Black which brought from 
Germany the first of 205,000 homeless persons to be admitted 
under the new Displaced Persons Act, are now beginning to 
rebuild their shattered lives in 19 different States. 


Missouri, New Jersey, New York, 
Wisconsin, North Dakota, Minne- 
gota, California, Ohio, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, North Carolina, Wash- 
ington, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Florida, Texas and Montana, 

The Catholic contingent was wel- 
comed here by His Eminence 
Francis Cardinal Spellman, Arch- 
bishop of New York, and a Lithu- 
anian and a Polish Bishop. Sixty- 
one staff members and volunteer 
workers of War Relief Services— 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence were on hand to assist the 
‘Catholic DP’s ‘and put them on 
their way to their final destina- 
tions. This work was directed by 
Msgr. Edward FE. Swanstrom, 
chairman of the National Catholic 
Resettlement Council, the nation- 
wide organization specifically en- 
trusted with the task of assisting 
Catholic DP’s in taking root in 
their new homes. 


Of the 523 Catholics aboard, con- 
stituting about 65 per cent of the 
total number of passengers, 491 
were sponsored by War Relief 
Services—N.C.W.C..and 32 by other

LaCrosse.—(NC)—Deploring delays in: the administra- 
tion of the Displaced Persons Act, National Catholic Resettle- 
ment Council officials meeting here demanded “a more ef- 


fective and more energetic effo

Displaced Persons Commission in carrying out the DP pro-

When great news reached a 
town it was not unusual for the 
Bishop or Archbishop to address 
the assembled crowd and give it a 
Christian interpretation of the 
news. 


However, with the advent of the 
printing press news became mere- 
ly a means of “personal aggran- 
dizement,” the editorial says, add- 
ing: “Today we can see rather 
easily that the sole policy guiding 
any secular paper is expediency 
and profit. Editors decry the de- 
vastating influence of ‘comic 
books’ without ever examining 
their own ‘comic strips.’ They wail 
about juvenile delinquency and yet 
their headlines scream with every 
latest juvenile crime... 


“How can any editor or publish- 
er justify his treatment of sordid 
divorce cases and atrocious mur- 
ders? Every intimate details of 
someone’s private life is paraded 
before the eyes of all. It matters 
not if the person be sexually de- 
praved. Such stories make inter- 
esting reading and more important 
they sell papers. The day when 
every editor felt that his paper 
was a ‘home paper’ fit for any 
member of any family to read has 
vanished. , . 


“We have never asked the secu- 
lar press to confine itself to Cath- 
olic news ... But we do think that 
the basic principles of moral and 
natural law should be the yardstick 
by which they measure their news 
coverage and editorial comment. 


“Tf God and all that God stands 
for is ignored then the secular pa- 
pers are as materialistic as the 
age in which we live and as god- 
less as the atheistic communism 
they decry.”

(The crisis in Palestine is among 
the problems currently being con- 
sidered by the United Nations 
General Assembly, meeting in 
Paris. Many suggested plans for 
Palestine settlement, including the 


1947 official report of the U.N. 
Special Committee on Palestine, 
have recommended some form of 
international control of Holy 
Places and of Jerusalem and its 
vicinity.) 

“Amidst the many worries which 
beset’ Us in these days,” today’s 
Encyclical began, “ ,.. that caused 
by the war now convulsing Pales- 
tine occupies a special place.” 


“Neither joyful ‘nor sorrowful 
events,” it continued, “can lessen 
the sorrow which sears Our soul at 
the thought that the blood of men 
continues to flow freely on the soil 
on which Our Savior, Jesus Clrist, 


Shed His blood to bring to all hu- 


manity, without distinction, re- 
demption and salvation; that, un- 
der those skies through which 
echoed, on that prophetic night, the 
evangelical message of peace, 
fighting continues, the misery of 
the poor and the fear of the af- 
frighted are increasing, while 
thousands of refugees, straying 
and driven from their homes, 
wander far from their covntry in 
search of shelter and of food. 


“And what makes Our grief even 
more intense are not only the re- 
ports which continually come in to 
Us of the destruction and damage 
suffered by Holy Places, but also 
the anxiety which these reports 
arouse in Us for the fate of the 
same Holy’Places which, scattered 
throughout all of Palestine and 
specially on the soil of the Holy 
City, were sanctified by the birth, 
life and death of Our Saviour.” 


The Pontiff had officially but 
more briefly voiced his concern 
over the Palestine strife, and ap- 
pealed for efforts for its settle- 
ment, in the Encyclical.

Mr. Arnold N. Lambert, Regional Director for CROP, 
tells us in the Chicago CROP office that the Indiana cam- 
paign for CROP seems to be progressing very well. District 
No. 1 is in the midst of its solicitation for CROP, the aim 
there at securing the District No. 1 of 20 cars of soy beans— 
plan there is for a special dedication program for that district

in early spear to the campaign for 
the total state of Indiana in CROP. 
There are storage facilities at In- 
dianapolis and the present plan is 
to ship there, holding until time 
for the Indiana Hoosier Food Train. 
Counties seem to be organizing 
down to the very township level 
for very thorough work in Indiana, 
The state goal for CROP in Indi- 
ana is 250 carloads. Many coun- 
ties are expecting goals of four or 
five cars, and the interest seems 
to be good. The lady who serves 
as part time publicity director is 
apparently doing an excellent job. 
Delay in providing literature has 
been somewhat of a handicap. In- 
diana’s project however will be 
somewhat above the average. An 
average of three cars per county 
is expected for the state in the 
overall picture, at least 256 cars 
from Indiana on the Hoosier Food 
Special, which will leave Indian- 
apolis after Thanksgiving. Presi- 
dent Dr. Frederick Hovde of Pur- 
due University, State Chairman for 
the campaign expects Indiana to 
have one of the largest State 
Trains for this year.

“Juniper doesn’t care how many extra choruses 
we sing, now that he's found a good warm spot!” 
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Sacrifices, the little achés and 
pains, the severity of the weather 
the inconveniences of our ordinary 
life and work, sent or permitted 
by God’s Providence that we learn 
to practice the virtue of penance 
passively. 


Now, we practice penance active- 
ly when we voluntarily impose up- 
on ourselves some sacrifice, or some 
practice of interior or exterior 
mortification or self-denial. 


In our series of articles on Fati- 
ma and Penance we showed how 
we may offer both passive and ac- 
tive forms of penance in satisfy- 


our personal sins. 


In the present series on Fatima 
and reparation we have frequently 
‘pointed out how we may offer both 
passive and active penance as a 
“penance of love” in reparation for 
conversion of sinners. 


After all, no matter which form 
of penance we practice it always 
remains true that all penance must 
be deeply rooted in the love of 
God. It must stem from the love 
of Jesus suffering and dying for 
love of poor sinners. It is only 
when we seriously consider that 
our sins, and the sins of others, 
caused the bitter suffering and 
agonizing death of our dear Sav- 
iour that the love of God will be 
awakened in our hearts. There it 
must deepen. And the more it 


deepens, the greater will be our| 


sorrow for our sins and the sins 
of others, until it becomes an abid- 
ing sorrow. And it is this abiding 
sorrow which St. Paul tells us: 
“according to God works penance, 
steadfast unto salvation.” 


Realizing, then, the awful malice 
and the deadly consequence of our 
sins and the sins of our neighbor, 
should we not feel-moved by heart- 
felt sorrow, not only to satisfy 
God’s justice for our personal sins 
by penance, but, likewise, makes 
compensation for the sins of others 
by reparation? 

Now, it is not at all difficult— 
as sO many imagine—to comply 
with the request of Our Lady of 
‘Fatima for reparation. All we 
have to do is to offer the practice 
of the active form of penance by 
acts of interior and exterior morti- 
fication, or self-denial, frequently 
in our daily lives. 


We practice interior self-denial 
when we mortify and discipline the 
faculties or powers of our soul— 
our memory, our understanding, 
and will. 
We practice exterior self-denial 
when we mortify, restrain and em- 
ploy the powers and senses of our 
body, lawfully and in an orderly 
and disciplined way, according to 
the dictates of reason, conscienge 
and Faith.

OMEONE once made the state- 

ment “A good name is better 
than riches.” Whoever he was, he 
spoke the truth and it makes for a 
profitable five minutes if anyone 
wants to sit down and think the 
saying over. 

Every Catholic school wants to 
pride itself in its godd name, The 
students of that school can’ make 
or break that good name. They 
are closely observed and whatever 
they do—good or bad—is usually 
thrown right back into the lap of 
the school.

The purpose of this new docu- 
ment is “to declare ratified and 
solemnly confirmed the privileges 
and great favors which in the course 
of almost four centuries” have been 
bestowed on Sodalities of Our Lady. 

In this authoritative document the 
Holy Father reviews the remark- 
able accomplishments of the Sodali- 
ties of Our Lady, declares that 
“Sodalities are rightly to be con- 
sidered among the chief promoters 
of Catholic Action,” and that “The 
structure and peculiar character of 
the Sodalities of our Lady are no 
obstacle whatever to their being 
called with the fullest right ‘Catholic 
Action,’ under the auspices and in- 
spiration of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary.” 

Quoting his predecessor, Pius XI, 
he says Sodalities “are and will con- 
tinue to be a means of safeguarding 
and protecting the formation of out- 
standing Catholics.”

In his ve ange of the work of 
the Sodalities, the Holy Father says: 
“Beholding from the See of Peter 
as if from a lofty watch-tower of 
the entire world, the wonderful zeal 
of the faithful everywhere in pro- 
tecting, defending and promoting 
the faith. We consider as deserv- 
ing special praise the worthy mem- 
bers of the Sodalities of Our Lady, 
who from the very beginning have 
looked on as their own and com- 
pletely according to their rules to 
understake individually or collective- 
ly any apostolic work approved by 
the Church and under the leadership 
of their Pastors. 


“The repeated and lucid pron- 
ouncements of the Roman Pontiffs 
have eloquently proved how well 
they have fulfilled this task and 
with what happy results for the ad- 
vancement of religion. In this pre- 
sent age disturbed by so many up- 
heavals, it is a great consolation 
for Us to contemplate the Sodalities 
of Our Lady all over every field of 
the apostolate.”

Within the past 
year an 82 bed hospital has been 
erected exclusively for the colored. 
To the best of our knowledge it is 
the only general hospital for the 
colored in the State of Alabama. 
Besides the ®nission and’ mission 
station in and around Selma other 
missions for the colored exist in 
|Anniston, Alabama; Gadsden, Ala- 
'bama, Mon Luis Island and out in- 
ito the Gulf of Mexico on a small 
island called Dauphin Island. With- 
'in the past week a small but ade- 
| quate church known as St. Mar- 
'garet’s was dedicated by His Ex- 
'cellency, Bishop Toolen. This is 
‘approximately twelve miles South 
'of the waters of Bayou of Ala- 
'bama known as the Fowl River

Franco Ag A Friend of 
Europe And Prophet 


How General Franco was think- 
ing of Communism back in 1943, 
when the World War*was in full 
swing, and what a prophet he has 
been can be gauged from this me- 
morandum which he presented to 
Sir Samuel Hoare, British Ambas- 
ser to Spain on February 21, 


“Our alarm about the Russian 
advance is shared not only by 
the neutral ‘nations, but also by 
all those people in Europe who 
have not lost the faculty of sen- 
sitive perception and fear. Com- 
munism is an enormous menace 
for the world, and now that it is 
supported by the victorious ar- 
mies of a Great Power, all those 
who are not blind must be dis- 
couraged. If Russia comes out 
of the war triumphant, we  be- 
lieve that even England will adopt 
our view and perhaps then our 
fears will not seem exaggerat-

“We, who neither enter nor 
wish to enter the war, can see 
events with great impartiality... . 
If the course of the war continues 
unaltered, it is evident that the 
Russian Armies will penetrate 
deeply into German territory .. . 
If this occurs, will not the major 
peril to the Continent and to Eng- 
land be a Sovietized Germany, 
which will distribute to Russia its 
secrets and manufactures of war, 
its. engineers, its technicians and 
specialists, giving them the oppor- 
tunity to create a fabulous empire, 
frem the Atlantic to the Pacific? 
In our opinion, while up until now 
Russia has been the maior danger 
for Europe, due to her Communist 
totalitarianism and her military 
power at present this danger is 
growing enormously. 


“And we ask: Is there any 
Power in Central Europe, in this 
mosaic of nations and races with- 
out consistency and unity, ruined 
and shern by occupation, which 
eould contain the ambitions of 
Stalin?

“Tf Germany did not exist, Eu- 
ropeans would have to invent a 
Germanv, and it would be ridicul- 
ous to think that Germany’s place 
eould be occupied by a federation 
of Lithwanians, Poles, Czechs and 
Romanians, which would be ranid- 
lv transformed into a federation of 
Soviet states.”

Later in the day the Bishop dedicated a beautiful statue 
of the Immaculate Conception, located at the summit of 
Victory-Noll’s winding driveway. The statue of Carrara 
marble as well as the granite pedestal on which it rests were 
the gifts of frierids of the Society, Speaking of Mary’s spot- 
less purity the Bishop told the guests that as our Blessed 
Mother was Immaculate so it is the duty of every Catholic 
Christian to live an immaculate life and that it is possible to 
do so even in the midst of a sinful world because of the 
graces given Catholics through the sacramental system of 
the Church.

Shortly_after the Memorial Altars and a Grotto were 
erected on the campus of St. Vincent Villa, the Reverend J. 
J. Preston, a priest of Kearney, New Jersey, sent to the 
Bishop an eighteen foot statue of the Immatulate Concep- 
tion, done in Italy out of Carrara marble. It is probably the 
only statue in the United States of that size carved from a 
|single piece of marble. It weighs seventeen tons. 
| It cost the priest $500.00 to ship it from the pier in New 
| York Harbor to Fort Wayne. It arrived on a flat car, and it 
'is probably the heaviest piece of material of that size hoisted 


‘from the car and moved to the Villa. It rests on a pedestal 
nine foot in the ground and nine foot out, for which fifty tons 
of concrete were needed. 


| The Bishop had had correspondence with Father Pres- 
\ton about this statue. The latter had it executed and pur- 
‘chased for Victory-Noll, hoping that spot might become a 
pilgrimage place. However pilgrimages would have inter- 
fered with the quiet of the Novitiate and, therefore, the 
Bishop told Father Kearney he thought he should rather 
donate it to the Catholic University of America for the Na- 
tional Shrine on its campus. Victory-Noll had already erected 
a beautiful statue of the Immaculate Conception at, the 
driveway approach to the main building. But Father Preston 


insisted that Bishop Noll should have it and, therefore, the 
latter proposed that it might be erected at St. Vincent Villa 


where the children could have May and October devotions in 
front of it, and where it would constitute a very beautiful 
background for the Willig Altar on the campus, frequently 
used for outside Eucharistic devotions. Father Preston con- 
sented to this and, without any further ado, had the massive 
figure sent to Fort Wayne. It has been pronounced an un- 
usual piece of sculptor by every renowned artist in the nation 
who has seen it.

Frankfurt—(NC) — Paralleling 
the communist set-back in the re- 
cent French balloting for dele- 
gates to elect the new Council of 
the Republic, German communists 
in North Rhine-Westphalia, which 
includes the densely populated in- 
dustrial Ruhr district, have lost 
six per cent in strength at the re- 
cent municipal elections there. The 
Christian Democrats obtained 37.8 

er cent of the total vote and the 

ocialists were second with 35.9 
per cent, « 


more significant since through the 
influx of refugees the number of 
registered voters is now larger 
than at the last elections a year 
ago. 

The election results show clear- 
ly that the Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin has caused widespread dissatis- 
faction with communism even 
among its former supporters, while 
the economic recovery now evident 
throughout Western Germany is 
being acknowledged as a direct re- 
sult of the Marshall Plan which the 
Soviets oppose. Reflecting the pre- 
dominant public sentiment in other 
parts of Germany, the Westphalian 
communists have'suffered the most 
severe losses since the end of the 
war, while all other parties have 
gained ground. 


Arizona Pastor Drowns

Lordsburg, N. M.—(NC) — The 
body of the Rev. Felipe N. Grive, 
victim of accidental drowning in 
the rugged Cave Creek Canyon

He testified in the war crimes 
trial of Ilse Koch as a witness for 
the prosecution and was also 
heard by Senator Ferguson’s Sen- 
ate sub-committee which is investi- 
gating the whole case. 

“Yet, whatever may be the merit 
of the criticism of the commuta- 
tion: of her sentence by General 
Lucius D. Clay,” Dr, Kogon said, 
“it would be disastrous if this 
single case were exploited to pre- 
vent the review of scores of other 
so-called war crimes cases where 
reduction or revocation of senten- 
ces is wholly justified. 


“It would be most unfortunate,” 
he added, “if the Koch case were 
to serve as a pretext to block the 
path toward clarifying the whole 
problem of American justice in 
Germany and bringing about the 
punishment of those who are real- 
ly guilty and the rehabilitation of 
those who, though they may have 
been nominal nazis, were punished 
unjustly.” 

Reminding repeatedly that the 
Koch case is only one of many in- 
volving the punishment of real or 
alleged nazi criminals, Dr, Kogon 
added: “It is hard for Americans to 
realize the extent to which German 
public opinion has become embit- 
tered through U. S. denazification 
policy, which only too often al- 
lowed the real nazi criminals to go 
wcinasstragheel while a, fry’ and
